1. AYKAZIAN GAVE GANLEY FOLLOWING INFO OCT. 10: 

A) SOVIET DELEGATION WILL CONSIST OF FIVE COMMISSION 
MEMBERS: KIRILLIN, TRAPEZNIKOV, ZHAVORONKOV, KRASNOV, 
AND PRONSKY; FIVE WORKING GROUP CHAIRMEN: ARTEMIEV 
(INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY), BORESKOV (CHEMICAL CATALYSIS), 
BORODAVCHENKO (WATER RESOURCES), LYAMIN (METROLOGY AND 
STANDARDIZATION), AND RAMEEV (APPLICATION OF COMPUTERS 
TO MANAGEMENT); FOUR SECRETARIATS: AYKAZIAN. 

OBOLENTSEV, BELOV, SUDOPLATOV; AND TWO FROM SOVIET 
EMBASSY: AMBASSADOR DOBRYNIN AND GUBKIN. 

B) LYAMIN MAY NOT COME IF HE CANNOT GET AWAY FROM GENEVA 
IN TIME. IN THIS EVENT, SUBSTITUTE MAY COME OR ONE OF 
COMMISSION MEMBERS MAY SPEAK TO HIS SUBJECT. 
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C) MRS. KIRILLIN "VERY LIKELY" WILL COME BUT NO OTHER WIVES. 

D) PARTY WILL ARRIVE NY OCT. 23 AND DEPART FROM NY NOV. 3. 

2. IT WAS AGREED THAT: 

A) KIRILLIN WOULD MAKE 5 TO 10 MINUTE RESPONSE TO 
STEVER'S OPENING REMARKS OF SIMILAR LENGTH; 

B) FOUR SOVIET WG CHAIRMEN (EXCLUDING LYAMIN) WOULD 
MAKE 7 TO 10 MINUTE LEAD OFF PRESENTATIONS FOLLOWED 
BY 5 MINUTES FROM US SIDE AND US WG CHAIRMEN WOULD 
MAKE LEAD OFF STATEMENTS ON OTHER AREAS FOLLOWED BY 
SOVIET RESPONSES; 

C) PRONSKY WOULD TALK FOR 10 TO 15 MINUTES ON REVIEW OF 
US-USSR RELATIONS IN FIELD OF S&T FOLLOWED BY GRANGER 
RESPONSE; 

D) AYKAZIAN WOULD SEND US IN ADVANCE ANY PREPARED REMARKS 
WHICH COULD BE MADE AVAILABLE TO INTERPRETERS. 

3. DRAFT RECORD WAS AGREED, SUBJECT OF COURSE TO 
CHANGES (COPY POUCHED TO WALD). 

4. TENTATIVE ITINERARY FOR FIVE COMMISSION MEMBERS, 
BORODAVCHENKO, FOUR SECRETARIAT, AND GUBKIN: 

SUN., OCT. 27 TO NEW ORLEANS; 

MON., OCT. 28 VISIT NUCLEAR POWER STATION; THEN 
TOLA; 


TUES., OCT. 29 OCCIDENTAL PETROLEUM; 

WED., OCT. 30 TO SAN FRANCISCO; VISIT STANFORD 
AND BERKELEY; 

THURS., OCT. 31 TO PHILADELPHIA; 

FRI., NOV. 1 SPERRY UNIVAC AND MIT (BY COMPANY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PLANE); 

SAT., NOV. 2 TO NEW YORK. 

5. OTHER FOUR WG CHAIRMEN WOULD SPEND THAT WEEK WITH 
US COUNTERPARTS IF PRACTICAL. OTHERWISE THEY WOULD 
TRAVEL WITH KIRILLIN GROUP. HOWEVER, THEY WOULD EITHER 
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BE WITH KIRILLIN GROUP FOR ENTIRE WEEK OR NOT AT ALL. 

THOSE NOT WITH KIRILLIN GROUP WOULD JOIN OTHERS IN 
NEW YORK SAT., NOV. 2. 

6. AYKAZIAN SAID SENDING SIDE SHOULD PAY FOR "SHORT" 

VISITS AND RECEIVING SIDE FOR "LONG" VISITS, WITHOUT 
DEFINING SHORT OR LONG. FOR LATTER HE THOUGHT SENDING 
SIDE COULD PAY EITHER TO AIRPORT OF ENTRY OR TO CITY OF 
MAIN DESTINATION PROVIDED THERE WAS CONSISTENCY. HE 
EXPECTED TO GET INFORMATION FROM FINANCE MINISTRY TO 
PERMIT MORE DETAILED DISCUSSION END OF OCTOBER. INGERSOLL
